HELPED BY TANK "DEMOCRACY." 


If the kaiser could have heard tho 
yell of triumph from the throats of the 
twelvo hundred school children, both 
smnll and largo, tho shrieking of 'the 
whistles 
and the clanging of the fire 
bell with which the Liberty loan tank 
Democracy" was greeted when it ar­ 
rived in Covina at noon on Monday, 
we nre of the opinion that he would be 
ready to accede in full to the only terms 
which will be ofEered by the American 
nation—unconditional surrender. 


It was a great day for tho children 
of Covina, Charter Oak, Lark Ellen, 
and Merwin schools, nnd one of inspira­ 
tion to their elders. 


Tho tank, with its crew, was met at 
the city limits by a company of Co­ 
vina Boy Scouts, under command of 
their scoutmaster, William Hoogendyk, 
arid escorted to tho place arranged for 
its reception, in front of the city hall. 
The school children" from Covina high, 
Reed, Phillips, Charter Oak, Lark Ellen, 
Merwin, and West 
Covina 
grammar 
schools- fell in behind the tank in a pro­ 
cession that extended over half a mile. 


Tho program of the day commenced 
with tho singing of " T h e Star-Spangled 
Banner,'' led by Miss Dorothy Dukes, a 
teacher in the Lark Ellen schools Tho 
opening address was made by Rev. Mr. 
Foreman, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, and chairman of the local war 
savings societies. Sorgeants McKinnon, 
Hall and Stewart, veterans of the avia­ 
tion corps of the British army, and 
many times wounded in combat, follow­ 
ed with stirring appeals, telling from 
first hand knowledge of the cruelties 
and brutalities of the Huns. The yells 
nnd applause as each bond was sub­ 
scribed were led by Carroll Nye of the 
Covina high school.

FOOTBALL TEAMS 
PLAY TIE GAME 


Covina and Pullerton 
High 
Schools 
Make a 0 to 0 Score on Local Grounds 
—Covina Meets Alhambra in Year's 
First. League Game Today—Students 
Start Military Training. 


Last 
Friday 
afternoon 
a 
practice 
game was ployed with Fullerton by the 
Covinn high school on our own grounds. 
It was the first football game of the 
season and drew an immense crowd. 
Both teams were fairly well matched, 
the final score being 0 to 0. In the first, 
second and fourth quarters Covina was 
on the offensive most of the time, and 
twice came within a few yards of a 
touchdown.

Of course 
there 
is a fine class 
- of people, only we sel­

ideal F r e n c h still exists, even if we do 
not seo much to encourage us at the 
present time. 


If only they could do a w a y with the 
old booze so our fine boys could not, get 
it, a n d for their own good too, why this 
war would be half won now. 


Some L i e u t e n a n t s , t h a t we all know, 
b r o u g h t us a little victrola and a lot of 
nice records this afternoon a n d we are 
sure\y 
enjoying 
them. 


A n o t h e r

a t t h e front since March was here last 
n i g h t a n d w a s telling us all about his 
experiences and it was great. 
H e was 
telling us t h a t he and his regiment h a d

T h e y got there just in time for 
the a t t a c k , so kept right on going. They 
took t h e Germans b y surprise so ,.ea,rly 
in the m o r n i n g t h a t it was dark, and 
gained

H e is on his w a y back
